Welcome  Dr.  Eason 


Douglas  O.  Eason  assumed  the 
Presidency  of  Mitchell  Communi- 
ty College  on  July  I,  1990.  He 
brings  with  him  over  25  years  of 
teaching  and  administrative  ex- 
perience. His  greatest  asset  is  a 
deeply  held  belief  in  the  value  of 
education  and  its  role  in  enhanc- 
ing the  quality  of  a  person's  life.

The  College  strives  to  serve  the 
needs  of  the  adult  community  by  pro- 
viding numerous  programs  of  continu- 
ing education.  Adult  programs  are  held 
on  a  continuing  basis  and  are  developed 
according  to  the  community's  needs 
and  interests.
